Police Chief John L. Russell to­ 
day issued a new warning to truck 
drivers that they must pay park­ 
ing meter fees, even when using 
the business district spaces re­ 
served especially for their use each 
morning.

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Political Clouds 


Columbiana County Democrats have b e e n 
making political hay by hurling charges at the 
Republican-controlled courthouse in Lisbon. 
First it was a demand for action relative to 
alleged fund shortages in county offices and 
now it is an attack on Prosecutor G. William 
Brokaw for not bringing about final disposi­ 
tion of the so-called police burglary cases. 
The fund charges were disposed of—at least 
for the time being — when a grand jury found 
“insufficient evidence” on which to return in­ 
dictments, but the police cases are still very 
much with us. 
Involving the East Liverpool 
department, 
they naturally are of primary concern to resi­ 
dents here. And a disposition is to be desired. 
Not only do the men themselves deserve a de­ 
cision to establish their innocence or guilt in 
the eyes of the law. but the people are en­ 
titled to the final outcome of the 1956 scandal 
in the interests of properly-administrated jus­ 
tice. 
Pending appeals and other factors, however, 
stand in the way of a speedy prosecution or 
quashing of the cases. But Prosecutor Brokaw 
must not forget this “pledge” to the people 
of East Liverpool when he was running for 
office: “If elected to the office of prosecuting 
attorney of this county, I pledge a continuing 
investigation and prosecution of the so-called 
‘police cases’ to the full extent of the evidence 
available and evidence which may yet be dis­ 
covered.” 
The cases must not be allowed to die. But it 
does seem desirable that a matter so close 
to the lives of the accused and the city itself 
should not be further clouded in political con­ 
fusion. 
Whatever issues lie between the Democratic 
executive committee and the Republican pros­ 
ecutor concerning offices at the courthouse can 
be resolved politically eventually.

Among the legions who have be­ 
come foreign to him, he tells inti­ 
mates, are many political leaders 
whose campaigns he 
helped 
fi­ 
nance over the past decade. Beck 
has told some of his colleagues 
that he contributed — which is his 
own Aesopian language meaning 
he collected from other Teamsters 
—hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to these public officials. 


HE HAS SAID - and he has 
named some of the recipients — 
that these contributions were in 
cash with 
the 
bundles 
ranging 
from 
$3,000 
to 
$75,000. 
There 
seems to be nothing illegal about 
accepting this largesse. 
But 
it 
would sure be embarrassing 
to 
some, if true. 
Apparently this is what 
Beck 
meant when he stirred the Texas 
air last spring by threatening to 
“blow the lid off the Senate.” He 
refused to accept Sen. John Mc­ 
Clellan’s challenge to 
come 
to 
Washington 
and 
“blow” 
under 
oath. But he did sound off at what 
he thought was a sealed meeting 
of some 70 Teamster lawyers in 
Colorado Springs last July. 
The counselors - at - law cheered 
him when he entered and this al­ 
ways expands Beck's chest and 
tongue. He spoke for an hour with 
uncharacteristic c u r s i n g . He 
named names. 


HE SWORE THAT his son Dave 
Beck Jr., who is on the Team­ 
sters’ payroll for several hundred 
dollars a week as a general organ­ 
izer, never cashed a paycheck or 


took one of its dollars Beck said 
that all the checks “paid out” to 
his son were cashed by Beck s of­ 
fice and the money then put in a 
vault. The cash was 
then 
dis­ 
tributed to v a r i o u s political 
candidates 
* 
Beck 
revealed 
at 
Colorado 
Springs that he told the locals not 
to show these money items 
on 
their books He told the local sec­ 
retaries either to take the $500 
out of their own pockets, or if 
they were not as flush as their 
chief, 
to 
borrow 
the 
required 
amount from a bank — and later 
take it back gradually in routine 
expenses from their locals. 


SUBSEQUENTLY, B e c k told 
other friends, that this is exactly 
what other labor chiefs have done 
when calls came in from political 
leaders for sums up to a quarter 
of a million dollars in the final 
hours before election day. JJeck 
has said that such political financ­ 
ing absorbed some of toe money 
he used Now. says he, he is rn 
trouble for failing to account for 
such expenditures. 
Today he feels he is the “fall 
guy”, 
though 
there 
are 
fewer 
saints than sinners in the fold. 
Beck believes he shouldn't be pun­ 
ished 
for 
doing 
what 
came 
naturally in the scheme of things 
political and for the same activi­ 
ties engaged in by -other labor 
men fighting for 
their 
political 
champions. 
So, after abandoning his im­ 
pulse “to blow the lid off the Sen­ 
ate,” he felt the urge to “take 
some other union 
leaders 
with 
me.” He made the latter threat 
a fbw weeks before the Teamsters’ 
convention. Now he is a 
bitter 
man, 
indeed. 
He 
leaves 
the 
Teamsters a lonely man. 


THEY GAVE HIM nothing His 
$50,000 a year pension was no gen­ 
erous gift to an outgoing leader. 
It belongs to him because he put 
money in the pension kitty over 
the years. He got no promise, not

Legality Of Lith Amendment Never Derided 


Matter Of Public Concern 


Hie federal court order restraining James R. 
Hoffa from taking office as the new president 
of the Teamsters Union can be justified on two 
counts — if you are wondering why the federal 
judiciary is interfering in the affairs of a pri­ 
vate organization. 
The first count is that the court is acting on 
a request by bona fide members of the union, 
who claim the Teamsters constitution was vio­ 
lated by the way in which Hoffa was elected. 
The second count is that the Teamsters Union, 
even though it is a private organization, is ac­ 
countable to the federal government because 
its bargaining rights are established by fed­ 
eral law. 
The U.S. Senate’s racket investigation head­ 
ed by Sen. McClellan has been digging up 
evidence practices by leaders of the union with 
a view to holding them more closely account­ 
able in the future than they have been in 
the past. 
Senate investigators were largely responsible 
for bringing about the downfall of Dave Beck 
as president of the Teamsters. They have been 
largely responsible for the accusation that Hof- 
fa’s election to succeed Beck was just as high­ 
handed and irregular as anything Beck ever 
did. 
Everything this union does is a matter of 
public concern. It is large enough and strong 
enough, with the help of the federal laws which 
protect its bargaining rights, to hurt the en­ 
tire country under the wrong kind of leader­ 
ship. 
The courts cannot determine this point. But 
they can determine and they should determine 
whether or not the Hoffa leadership has come 
into being by means that will stand the light 
of investigation.

Bummil For Learning? 


City school authorities have come up again 
this fall with a sure fire substitute for tired 
television, boring guests and that “what’ll I 
do tonight” complex. 
In addition this substitute adds to 
one’s 
knowledge, broadens the social vistas and stim­ 
ulates interests in n^w ideas. 
What is it? Its night school, mom It s adult 
education, pop. Courses on history’, math. mu­ 
sic. typing, woodwork and other subjects will 
be taught in the weekly courses. 
These courses offer a chance tor adults to 
round out some areas of schooling missed be­ 
fore. They enable some to train for a new- 
side of their career or help others find a new 
interest in leisure hours. 
Whatever reason anyone could have in “going 
back to school.” the city adult education pro­ 
gram. along with other such programs in this 
area, provides an opportunity which should 
not be overlooked ny any man or woman.

Recent utterances by Clyde T. 
Ellis, general manager of the Na­ 
tional Rural Electrification Co-op­ 
erative Assn., indicate t h a t his 
pressure organization, which orig­ 
inally found a means of living by 
exploiting farmer's need for elec­ 
tricity, now seeks to perpetuate 
its own life by exploiting a new 
part of the population which lives in 
exurbia. 
He is proving, once more, two of 
the most unfortunate characteris­ 
tics of our political and govern­ 
mental life. First is the fact that 
the political outfits created for the 
purpose of getting aid for farmers 
outlive the alleged needs which 
gave them birth. 
Second, that a bureaucratic gov­ 
ernmental institution cheated for 
an emergency lives on after the 
emergency is past. Thus, the pres­ 
sure group without, and the agency 
within the government join in find­ 
ing new ways of perpetuating them­ 
selves when old slogans fail. 
Rural electrification originated in 
the lusty youth of the New Deal. 
It was a device which, by means 
of government subsidies, extended 
electric service to farcing areas 
which were so sparsely settled 
that private companies were unable 
to provide service. 
Back there in the beginning of 
the REA, Ellis says, only IO per 
cent of the nation’s farms were 
getting “central station electric­ 
ity.” Today. 95 per cent are get­ 
ting it. Not only are more farms 
getting electricity, but the amount 
that is used by each farm is grow­ 
ing Again citing Ellis, consumption 
of electricity has increased from 
900 million kilowatt hours in 1941 
to an estimated 21 billion in 1957 
Another reason for the fear of 
Ellis that his “Operation Uplift" 
may be nearing its demise is the 
ebbing potential of farm politics 
Eighteen months ago. I made the 
point that the Eisenhower regime 
need not fear the political danger 
of farm unrest. This was not be­ 
cause the farmers’ gripes were not 
a reality or not because the ooliti- 
cal exploitation of those gripes 
would not be vehement. 
I made the point, backed with 
some figures, that there were not 
enough surviving farmers serious­ 
ly to threaten the President’s re­ 
election. The dropping of only a 
handful of Congressional seats in 
the November election chowed that 
this estimate was right. 
Ellis admits this in citing a re­ 
cent statement of our politically- 
alert vice president that “when he 
came to Washington ll years ago 
about 300 members (rf the House 
had to pay attention to the farm 
needs and the farm vote.” 
Now . according to the vice presi­ 
dent. only about IOO are directly 
affected by the farm vote. I might 
call attention to the somewhat 
cynical i n f e r e n c e that unless 
“need” is accompanied by “vote.” 
statesmen are not greatly con­ 
cerned 
But Ellis is going to hunt for 
votes elsewhere “We must keep in 
mind,” he says, “that the rural 


electrification program is the child 
creature of politics — not partisan 
politics, but politics.” Hence, his 
conclusion that only as his organi­ 
zation succeeds in “keeping our 
consumer members supplied with 
. . . low cost electricity” can his 
political influence be maintained. 
Broadly paraphrased, this means 
that 
the 
mobilizations of votes 
must go hand in hand — or shall I 
say hand in pockets — with getting 
something for nothing from the 
government. 
The Ellis organization, it claims, 
has succeeded in g e t t i n g tax 
exemption and 2 per cent money 
for expansion from a government 
that must pay between 3 and 4 per 
cent. This subsidy attracts votes. 
But to continue to get the money 
to attract the votes, some heroic 
e f f o r t is essential to mobilize 
voters. 
Hence. Ellis proposes to create a 
Rural Electric Minute Man pro­ 
gram to drum up a demand for 
subsidized electricity in the new 
nonfarm population of rural areas. 
Thus we shall see a drive for 
socialism in exurbia.

No one in the world of art has

dead. Then, experts say. the 200- 
odd paintings may be worth sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 
Major Paul Maze, tile Anglo- 
French artist who taught Church­ 
ill to paint, says that some of the 
paintings depict typically Church- 
iliian subjects — empty bottles 
and boxes of cigars. Many of the 
interiors were painted at the home 
of Sir Winston’s old friend. Sir 
Philip Sassoon Tile bulk, however, 
show Mediterranean scenes, with 
the paint “slapped" on in great 
daubs. 
Major Maze recalls painting ex­ 
peditions with Churchill in France 
between the two world wars, when 
the old warrior would be seized 
with enthusiasm 
he stood at 
his easel and would revert to mili­ 
tary terms to describe what he 
wanted to do. 
“Now we ll reinforce our blues 
and greens here,” he would say. 
“Then bring up our reserves of 
browns and grays for toe fore­

with gusto and jab at the canvas 
so hard that you thought for a mo­ 
ment he might plunge the brush 
dean through it,” Maze said.

The Supreme Court, of course, 
based its 1954 “desegregation” de­ 
cisions on the “assumption” that 
the 14th Amendment was valid. 
It is a fact that the c o u r t 
throughout nearly 90 years has 
repeatfKily declined to rule on the 
specific question of whether the 
process by which the 14th Amend­ 
ment was ratified was actually 
constitutional.

This is attested by all 
historians Since the Supreme Court 
decides only “the law of the case” 
actually before it, there has never 
been any ruling yet on the legality 
of the methods used to obtain “rat­ 
ification ”

THE

state of the United States, William 
H. Seward, whose duty it was by 
law to “proclaim” amendments to 
the Constitution when ratified, pub­ 
licly expressed doubt as to the 
legality of the “gratification

Here is the 
full text of his proclamation of 
July 20. 1868. which is seldom re­ 
ferred to and rarely printed, but 
tells the sad story of the "ratifica­ 
tion” of the so-called 14th Amend­ 
ment:
